tries. "W"e have had &n application recently 
to open a branch oulco ir. (Jentral America, 
and to-day received a very interesting let- 
ter fi-orn Germany oil tho subject, with thu 
sUitoiucnt that it was a now idea of women 
to think themselves worth insuring','rind 
asking for mcii'O particulars. A letter from 
Washington stales that the plan is jest 
what is wanted there, and from Boston and 
Chicago are com'niR letters of ir.<luiry. 
Another notable tact is tho large number 
of women who liave had themselves in- 
sured u^aicst accident 
while 
traveling 


abroad or across the continent here."

"It is a fact thai wo Und the death rate 


among women \vlio are insured less than 
that among men. Naturally we have made 
a special study ot this subject, rind we have 
6omo interesting statistics in the matter. 
The cclohrated observations of :,he Swede, 
Wargenten, and the equally celebrated Dr. 
Price, who prepared tables on the subject, 
(Irst pointed out that tlicro was a differ- 
ence, in faet, between tho morEa'.ity of the 
sexes, and that it was uniformly ill favor of 
females abovo the a^e of childhood. Then 
Lho Dutch, with a shrewd eye to business, 
for the most part nominated young women 
for annuities to the Government subscrip- 
tions issued bv Great Britain.

Davies in 1S'J7 said: -All observations tend 
to confirm that femn.li; l«e is better thnn 
male, and even mamod'botter than single." 
In 1S20 John Finlnisoii, Government Actu- 
ary of England, laid before I'urlianicnt his 
report on life annuities, and -in tins ho re- 
ported that in every census there were 
found alive more females than males.

Dl who built Thp'.'first'stcamboa'u" said a 
Kew York Central engineer to a New York 
Telcjram'rcporter. 


Americans -have always believed that 


Robert ,^'Jlton ...made the first practical 
steamboat, but the Sco'tch engineers de- 
clared that.lie "stole ^ali his ideas from u 
Scotch 'engineer. 


There'is/a'good deal of controversy about 


tho.flrst'lp'comotive, but I know to a cer- 
taintywho'builttbe flcstcab ever put on a 
loconiovive. This 'parn'eraph about it from 
the New Haven Un Ian is true. It was writ- 
ten by a friend of mine: 


•'Uncle" Dan Fisher lives at Old Say- 


brook. When about seventeen years of 
age he was nrenian on the uNo\v York,1' 
Engineer Samuel Dougherty, the iirst loco- 
motive ever run over the Harlem, road. 
For five months he shoved wood into the 
furnace of that locomotive, and at tbo end 
Df tliur, time ho was as competent to assume 
charge of a locomotive as any person on the 
road. 


At that time the Minerva, the fourth en- 


giric putou that road, the second aud third 
being tho York Will and Harlem, was pup- 
ohascd. It weighed about ten tons, had an 
3-inch cj'lindui' and '20-inch stroke, und four 
Srlvins wheels 4'« Icct in diameter. 


Engineers were scarce In those days, and 


John Wiggam, superiuteadenfof the road, 
made a diligent search for a competent 
man, 
but without avail. He was finally in- 


formed of Fireman Fisher's competency, 
and, calling him to the office ono day, in- 
formed the youth that he wished him to run 
the Minerva on Its iirst trip: At the cud of 
the trip, during which the superintendent 
acted as fireman, lie annouuced that he was 
perfectly satisfied that''Uncle Dan " was 
capable of handling a locomotive, and for 
several years the youthful engineer held 
the throttle of the miniature locomotive—as 
compared with ihoso of the present—nn its 
dally trip- 


To " Uncle Dan " is Jue the honor of male- 


ing an improvement on locomotives which, 
ciigr.icevs are thankful for in winter ami 
during storms in summer. The locomotives 
in those long past times had ao cabs, it be- 
ing thought that any thing that would pro- 
tect the engineer from the weather would 
uUo tend LO obstruct the view of the track. 
Ono day during bis llrst winter on the 
Minerva, which locomotive is still in ex- 
istence, a violent bail-storm swept along 
tho line ot tho road. It was impossible to 
maintain a watch on the track; as the huge 
particles of ice, driven against the faees of 
the engineer and lireman by the furious 
winds, had made several gashes anil 
bruises; so tlio two men on the engine 
crouched behind the boiler and trusted to 
Providence LO prevent accidents. 
On his 


return from this trip "Uncle Dan" ob- 
tained several long strips of wood, which 
ho steamed and bowed over tho narrow 
space occupied by him, and his lireman on 
the engine. This frame he covered with 
canvas. 
At tho front ho nailed seven! 


boards, leaving a space for a largo pane of 
glass on cither side of the whistle dome.' 
That was the first cab ever placed on a 
locomotive.
